Mattie Looney was found yesterday, rigid | 


in death, the face and head bearing every 
evidence of foul murder. 

Will nis and George Cullom, two 
young white men, are locked up at the 
police station chargeu with the crime. 

A more fiendisli crime than this one does 
not stain the criminal history of the state. 

An old lady, at peace with all the world, 
and without a known enemy in it, retired 
to a quict retreat to spend the last 
years of her life, decoyed from her home 


“WILL ELIS. 
and beaten to death in the woods, and left 
in its solitude for food for carrion. 
Every detail of the killing is cruel and 
revolting. It was the work of an artist’s 
hand. 
Spending the quiet Sabbath day alone 
and unprotected, with her thoughts turned 
backward to the fifty-five years. that 


_, After committing the awful deed, the 
ted-handed murderer ‘stole ‘away, ‘with- 
out leaving a single clue by which he 
might be traced. 7 

‘A. tangled web of mystery surrounds 
the killing, that oven the skill of the de- 
tectives has failed to satisfactorily un- 
ravel. 

The murder was evidently not commit- 
ted for the purpose of robbery. She had 
no money for a murderer to covet. It 
was not an act prompted by a desire for 
revenge. The old lady, who was kind to 
évery one, had no enemies. 

Then, what was the motive? 

‘Only one can be ascribed, and, follow- 
ing the theory that it is the correct one, 
Will Ellis nnd George Cullom were arrest- 
ed last night. 

Will Hills is a young white man twenty- 
eight years old, and was raised from a 
boy by Mrs. Looncy, who was a widow, 
and childless. She raised the boy up as 
carefully us if he were her own, and it 
has always been understood that, at her 
death, her property would go to Ellis. 
She owned a home near Grant park, and 
had a splendid farm, consisting of 220 
acres, cleyén miles seutheast of Marietta. 
She indulged her young protege in every 
Boyish whim, and allowed him to grow up 
idle and thriftless. He was wild as a 
young boy, aud inn turer years only added 
to his natural disposition to be wayward. 

‘Nearly three years ago Mrs. Looney 
moved to her farm, near Marietta, from 
Atlanta, carrying Ellis with her, He re 
mained a short time, and came to Atlanta 
to live, where he could find the com- 
panionship of his youthful comrades. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Looney had exe 
outed a will, bequeathing all her property 
to young Ellis at her death. 

That will is on record in the clerk of 
the superior court's office at Marietta, 
and Ellis knew of this fact. He also 
knew of its contents, and the theory of 
the officers is that he did the killing in 
order to Come more quickly into posses- 
mon of the property, which he knew 
would come te him at his benefactress's 
death. Upon this theory Ellis was ar- 
rested, and supported by some strong cir- 
cunstantial evidence that is being produc- 
ed, may make out a strong case of murder 
against the young man. Anyway the offi- 
ders will not drop it until it is thoroughly 
sifted to the very bottom.

He longed for the city again. 

It is said that when he left there was a 
quarrel between him and Mrs. Looney, 
and that he made threats against her. Any 
way he came back to Atlanta and Lecame 
more dissolute than ever. He worked as a 
painter, and drank considerably. 

Mrs. Looney and her aged stepmother 
continued to live at their quiet hume. A 
negro servant, named Tom Mitchell, was 
employed to wait on them, and, save for 
his presenee, the two women were alone 
and unprotected. The farm was rented 
out and from its proceeds and the rental 
of her Atlauta property Mrs. Looney lived.

She Was Missing.

Mrs. Kirtland was afraid to emain 4t the 
place all alone all night, aud sae sairted to 
Mrs. Parker’s, but being extremely weak 
she broke down before going verv far and 
had to go back. She remained at home all 
night, and early yesterday morning she sent 
the old darky to Mrs. Parker’s to see if 
Mrs. Looney had been there tLe night pre- 
vious Upon his return he told the startling 
news that she had not been seen ibe day 
before or at night. 

A Search Begtn- 

Then Mrs. Kirtland hegan_to suspect. that 
something was wrong, and she called in 
the neighbors, Soon the news of the mys- 
tertous disappearamee spread, acd in an 
hour fully 200 people were looking for the 
missing woman. : 

The woods adjacent to the place were 
scoured, and every place where tle body 
might be secreted was searched.

They Make a Find. 

In a woods, nearly a quarter of a mile 
from her home, the body of Mrs. I. ooney 
was found. It presented a ghastly eppear- 
ance. The face was beaten teyond recog- 
nition, and one car was almost beaten off. 
The poor old lady had _ evidently 
been killed by being pounded over the head 
with a rock. The body was hidden tehind 
a log. 

The bonnet Mrs. Looney had worn lay 
six or eight feet from her body. Her top 
skirt was torn loose. The ground around 
her was badly torn up, showing a desperate 
struggle. 

The finding of the body created great ex- 
citement, and the question on everybody’s 
lips was who did it. Mrs. Parker sid that 
a young man, whom she thought was Will 
Ellis, had passed her home Sunday and 
stopped at her well for a drink of water. 
He sat on the well fur a few ninutes 
fanning himself. The neighbors at once 
suspected Will Alis. 

The Tell-Tale Photograph. 

She was carried to Mrs. Loonay’s, where 
a photograph of Will lis was shown her. 
She declared that he was the man she had 
seen. 

This. confirmed the suspicions of the 
neighbors, and at 2 o'clock yesterday af- 
teruoon Sheriff D. O. McLain telephoned 
to Chief Connolly to arrest Will Illis for the 
murder. 

The message, however, was not deliver- 
ed, and later in the day Mr. Seab Crowell, 
Mr. Parker and Mr. Walker came down 
and reported the matter. 

He Gives Up. 

About 7 o’clock, while the gentlemen 
were talking to Chief Connolly, Will Ellis 
came in. 

He said he had come to give himself up, 
as he had just been told at Will Simpson’s 
bar that he was for murder. He 
said he was entirely t of the charge. 
Chief Connolly had him locked up. 

Later he had George Cullom arrested, as 
it was learned that he had been with 
Ellis Saturday night and Sunday morning. 

Cullom is about Ellis’s age, and is a 
short, stumpy fellow, with a light mus 
tache. He's a character in police cireles, 
and hasn’t the best of reputations. Whisky 
is his besetting sin, and he has drifted down 
sadly, Ilie has been employed at the city 
stockade for a long time to drive a team.

It was thought that the engines might re- 
main in the city and run out lines of hose 
for the railroad men to handle.

Gibson 
got on at the rear and commenced setting 
brakes. Barrett saw what the man was 
doing and climbing over the cars told him 
to stop. He refused and Barrett knocked 
his hat off. Gibson did not get off the 
train but squared up to Barrett. It was a 
tar-roofed car and fie train was going eight 
miles an hour. They went at it hammer 
and tongs for some minutes. When the 
engineer saw what was going on he pulled 
up just as Barrett 

Mit Gibson Under the Jaw 
and landed him flat in a coal car. “Gibson 
is a man who has been suspended for assault 
and intoxication several times and taken on 
again,” said Yardmaster Barrett. 

Grand Master Sweeney, who ordered the 
strike, said tonight in reference to the Sun- 
day morning fires in the Lehigh yards: “Of 
course no lawlessness can be upheld; the 
men should win by peaceable m2ans.” 

Mr. Sweeney threw out the suggestion 
that the fires in the Lehigh yards were 
merely accidental. He vaid he was sorry 
that ther had occurred. 

The engineers of all trains have been given 
orders to run carefully through the Buf- 
falo yards. Keep a lookout for open 
switches,” is the positive injunction. A mes- 
sage from the head office of the Philadel-

AT WAVERLY AND SAYRE 


The Strikers Take Possession of the Trains 
and Refuse to Let Them Run. 

Elmira, N. I., “August 15.—Great ex- 
citement prevails at Waverly, N. I., and 
Sayre, just over the state line, on account 
of the strike of the Lehigh Valley switch- 
men. Fifty-one Lehigh men are out. Only 
four of the Erie switchmen at Waverly 
ate union men, and these had not been 
ordered out this morning. 

Two Lehigh trains slipped out, the frain- 
men doing their own switching, bit with 
these exceptions no trains have gone 
through Waverly since Saturday. Be 
tween twenty-five hundred and three thou- 
sand cars are tied up! : 

Sheriff Geer, of Tioga county, New York, 
is at Waverly with twenty-five deputies 
sworn in, and Sheriff Powell, of Bradford 
county, Pennsylvania, is at Sayre, with a 
large force of deputies. 

Trying to Geta Train Through 

Great excitement resulted from an at- 
tempt to run au engine and ‘a caboose out 
of Sayre this morning. A collision be 
tween the strikers and the sheriff’s forces 
seems likely every minute. ‘The men sur- 
rounded the engine and refused to let it 
proceed.

The Miners Took Charge of Affairs at 
That Point 


AND SENT THE CONVICTS AWAY. 


The Stockade Was Razed to the 
Ground by Them. 


SITUATION AT -OTHER MINING CAMPS- 


Soldiers to Be Hecalled from Cos 
Oreek—The Terrible Condition of 
‘the Nashville Prison. 


Inman, Tenn., August 15.—(Special.)— 
The fears expressed by Governor Bu- 
chanan, and by the lessees of the state 
penitentiary, have been justified by to- 
day’s developments. The news of the 
action of the Tracy City miners caused 
great excitement among the Marion 
county miners, and led to thr marching 
upon the stockade at this point and 
forcing the removal of the convicts, 

A force of forty guards, on the way 
to this place from Nashville, were cap- 
tured by about two hundred free miners, 
about four miles from here this morning, 
and disarmed. They were then started 
back towards Jasper. The mob of miners 
had marched over the mountains from 
Whitwell, about eight miles distant, and 
their intercepting the guards was an ac- 
cident. 

The mob then came on to Inman, and 
were not resisted. 

Sheriff Morrison had been warned of 
the mob’s coming, but was powerless, as 
he could not secure a posse to assist him 
in defending the stockade. Judge Moon, 
of the circuit court, ordered him to the 
scene, but he refused to act. 

When the mob reached here, it at once 
proceeded to the stockade, which is built 
in a little cave. There were only about 
thirty guards, and these surrendered on 
demand. The convicts were in the mines, 
and were at once called out and loaded on 
flat cars. The engineer of ore train 
was ordered to take them ay at once. 

After the men were placed on the cars, 
they were turned over to Warden H. H. 
Bradley and the guards. Mine Superin- 
tendent Anderson appealed to the mob 
to not burn the stockade, as the railroad 
running just above one side of it would 
be destroyed. The men were advised by 
their leader to tear the stockade down, 
which they did. There was not a shot 
fired during the whole trouble. There 
were 290 convicts in the party, and none 
escaped up to the time they arrived at 
Stevenson, on the main line of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railway. 

It is stated that Clarence Livingstone 
was started from Whitwell on horseback 
last night, at midnight, to notify the In- 
man authorities of the coming attack, 
but the miners chased him, and shot his 
horse from under him. They caught 
Livingstone and whipped him severely. 

Inman is simply a convict mining camp 
in Marion county, and is on the property 
of the Tennessee Coal and Railroad Com- 
pany. They had 290 convicts and a few 
free miners here digging iron. ore, which 
was shipped to their furnaces at Cowan 
and other points, 

Situation at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., August 15.—(Special.) 
Neither Governor Buchanan or the lessees 
of the penitentiary were surprised at the 
action of the Marion county miners today. 
Governor Buchanan an*ipated this result 
and was only afraid that there would be 
bloodshed. All of the Tracy City guards 
had been started for Inman yesterday, and 
it was thought that they might reach there 
in time to protect the prison. 

Early this morning the governor received 
the following telegram from the warden at 
Inman: “The convicts have been released 
by a mob of 200 men and are awaiting 
trains at Victoria. What is the reward for 
the leaders and men in the Inman mob? 
H. H. Bradley.” , 

To this Governor Buchanan did not re- 
ply, but he will probably offer the same 
reward as he offered for the Coal Creek 
rioters, and which was never claimed, viz.: 
$5,000 for the leaders and $250 for each 
member of the mob. 

Shortly after the news of the release had 
been received the following telegram was 
received from Superintendent of Prisons 
Wade: 1 have done all I can to prevent 
trouble at Inman by sending all the men I 
can get to go, which are inadequate to meet 
the emergencies, Can't you strengthen the 
place with troops?

WATSON’S MAN HAS MANY OBJECTIONS. 


And the Result Is No Debate Before Sep 
tember 1st—-Mr. Fleming Tells of 
His Visit to Thomson. 


Augusta, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
Tom Watson refuses to meet Major Black 
on the stump either in Richmond or in 
McDuffie. 

The people can, from this, now judge how 
abxious Watson is to meet Major Black 
in joint debate, though he seemed to be 
exceedingly eager for the fray. 

Hon. W. H. Fleming, who was named by 
Major Black as his friend to meet Watson's 
friend to arrange a schedule for joint de- 
bate, to which Watson invited Black, re 
turned this evening from ‘Thomson, where 
he went to meet Judge B. M. Gross, whom 
Watson named as his friend to make ar- 
rangements for a joint discussion. I met Mr. 
Fleming tonight and asked him about 
his visit. 

“Well, I went to Thomson this morning,” 
he said, “and was met by Judge Gross. As 
we were walking to his office a friend call- 
ed me aside and said he heard Watson 
tell Gross before he left that morning for 
Crowfordyille: ‘Now fix it just as 1 told 
you or not at all.’ That put me to thinking. 
When we reached the judge’s office I sug- 
gested that we decide first upon the pro- 
posed Watson meeting on Tuesday night 
in Augusta. To my surprise he objected. 
I made the proposition direct and he posi- 
tively declined. I then proposed that 
Major Black should meet Mr. Watson at 
his appointment in Warrenton on the 20th. 
He declined in a like manner. I proposed 
a joint discussion at Watson’s appoint- 
ment at Sandersville on the 23d and at 
Sparta on the 25th. They were also de- 
clined. He would fix ‘no date earlier than 
September Ist. Judge Gross then pro- 
posed we arrange dates for debate for 
nine counties in nine cofisecutive days. 
I told him there were eleven counties iu 
the district. He said he did not propose to 
have any joint debate in Richmond or Mc- 
Duttic, the home counties of the candidates. 
To that proposition I replied 1 would not 
consent, saying I would insist on the 
people of Richmond and McDuffie seeing 
and hearing both men together. tle asked 
me rather significantly if 1 intended to 
decline all joint debates unless he con- 
sented to speaking being had also in Rich- 
mond and McDuttie. It looked to me just 
as though the judge was digging a hole to 
back out of the debate, so 1 at once replied 
that while 1 msisted upon the home people 
of Richmond and McDuflie having a chance 
to hear both together, I would not make 
a definite answer on that point. I nailed 
up that hole. As nothing could be done 
earlier than September Ist, I took the 
train at 2:15 o’clock p. m. and we will 
probably meet tomorrow afternoon to fix 
dates in September. 

“As to the judge's suggestion to speak 
in nine countics on nine vonsecutive days, 
Sundays, 1 presume, included, of course, 
is ridiculous aud without precedent and 
will not be seriously insisted upon except as 
another means of escape.” 

Whether Watscn wants to meet Black 
on the stump may still be a matter of 
doubt, but one thing is certain, he is not 
in any big hurry about it. Watson will 
be here tomorrow night to speak.

New York Not Doubtful 

“To Win the West” is the heading of a 
leading editorial in The New York World, 
of Sunday, in which it is proposed to 
raise a campaign fund for Illinois, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Iowa and Michigan. 

The World thinks that intelligent, reso- 
lute and persistent work may win those 
states to the democratic. column. We 
have no doubt that a great deal may be 
done in that direction, and we trust that 
our contemporary will be successful in 
raising the fund; but we do not half like 
the tone of the paragraphs with which 
the article is prefaced. “A situation con- 
fronts the democratic party,” says The 
World, “which must be met and master- 
ed.” Then follows this statement, which 


is far from reassuring: 

New York is a doubtful state at best. More 
than 1,500,000 votes for presidential electors 
will be cast in this state on the 8th of No- 
vember. Who can foretell the result? 
Cleveland’s plurality in 1884 was only 1,047. 
Harrison’s plurality in 1888 was only 13,002, 
The assumption that either can rely safely 
upon a plurality in 1892 is absurd. Condi- 
tions and men’s minds may change between 
now and November and give to the one or 
the other an overwhelming majority. But 
this is only a remote possibility: There is 
every reason to believe that New York will 
remain to the day of election a doubtful state. 

To blind ourselves to this obvious fact 
would serve only to cripple the party in its 
struggle for supremacy. To stake all upon 
New York would be worse than folly because 


it is not necessary. 
Further on in its article, The World 


says that “energetic effort in the west 
does not mean the abandonment of New 
York.” These statements are not cheer- 
ing. The World has a peculiarly happy 
(or unhappy) knack of kicking the demo- 
cratic bucket over at a critical time. 

When was New York a doubtful state 
with the democratic party united? Is 
there any division in the party there 
now? Let us hope not. We favor the 
campaign project which The World pro- 
poses; it is a good idea, and we trust it 
will be pushed forward with energy; but 
the remarks about New York are enough 
to send a cold chill down the backs of the 
provincial democrats. 

We have seen no signs of democratic 
division in that state. We have heard of 
none. If the party is not divided, if there 
is sincerity in the professions made, New 
York is not a doubtful state. 


The Fall River Tragedy. 


And now the intelligence. reaches us 
that there is a reaction in public opinion 
at Fall River. 

A few days ago, the people whispered 
among themselves that Miss Lizzie Bor- 
den was a criminal, and should be arrest- 
ed. The officers of the law charged Miss 
Borden with the murder, and locked her 
up, and now their fellow citizens de- 
nounce their course, and predict the ac- 
quittal of the prisoner. 

The case is discussed everywhere, and 
the most experienced detectives appear 
to be satisfied that Miss Borden is inno- 
cent.. Inspector Byrnes and Mr. Pinker- 
ton say that her slight variations in the 
hurried statements she made at the pri- 
vate examination indicate the truth of 
her story. They say that when a story 
is repeated by a person two or three 
times without any change, itis a sign that 
it has been carefully prepared and re- 
hearsed. Mr. Pinkerton also expresses 
the opinion that an outsider could have 
entered the Borden house, committed the 
murders, and made his escape without 
being seen by any of the neighbors. In 


| these days, when even such places as 


banks are robbed by sneak thieves, it 
would be no difficult matter for a man to 
slip into the Borden house, kill two old 
people, and get away without being seen. 

But the local authorities at Fall River 
prefer to make the most of their elreum- 
stantial evidence against: Miss Borden. 
They may be right, but, if the lady had 
not first ignored them by employing a 
private detective from another city to 
hunt down the murderer, perhaps these 
officials would not have suspected her. 
There seems to be more spite than sus 
picion in their action. It will be said, 
however, that the people suspected her 
at first. Very natural. The Bordens are 
a rich family. Fall River is a manufac- 
turing town, and the masses are poor 
wage earners. There is too much an-

As it is the 
most enthusiastic member of your party can- 
not hope to carry the state this fall. At most 
you could only accomplish the defeat of the 
democracy and the success of the republican 
party. . 

This is a fair and friendly statement 


of the whole case, and it will apply as 
well in Georgia as in Virginia. The demo- 
cratic party has been hampered in its 
movements by a failure to achieve com- 
plete success. Shall it be still further 
hampered now by the desertion of im- 
patient democrats, or shall every voter 
unite in one grand effort to oust the re- 
publicans? We do not see how any demo- 
crat can hope to better his condition in 
any way by taking a position which will 
weaken the democracy and strengthen the 
republican party. To strengthen the re- 
publican party is to renew its lease on 
the government. 

What relief can any southern democrat 
expect from the renewal of that lease, 
which has not, since 1861, been entirely 
broken? All that is necessary is for every 
honest and sincere white voter to think 
over the matter for himself. To weaken 
the democratic party now is to insure 
republican success. Is any democrat wil- 
ling or anxious to face the results of such 
success? 

This is the kernel of the whole cam- 
paign. We advise our third party readers 
to reflect over the situation.

The 
drachin of Sybaris was issued 600 B. C.; the 
tetradrachm of Alexander I, of Macedon, 
500 B. C. About 336 B. C. cos had become 
quite common. A shekel of the time of Christ 
was worth about 331-2 cents. , 


A conductor, in The Cincinnati TimesStar, 
says: It costa just 70 cents to stop à train, and 
for that reason the average commuter train 
does not pay running expenses. Take our line 
out as far as Sharon, for instance. It is just 
about sixteen miles from the city, and is the 
sixteenth stop for a commuter train. That 
makes the cost of stopping trains 70 cents a 
mile. The average conimuter rate is two- 
thirds of a cent a mile. So you see te pay the 
cost of stopping trains alone we must carry 
about 100 passengers over every mile. Then 
there are the other regular running expenses. 
The engine consumes an extra half ton of 
coal every time we stop at (ano or the 
grade above Sharon. i tell you, when I figure 
up the running expenses of one of these trains 
I congratulate myself that I am on a salary 
and do not own a railroad.”

Mr. Pulitzer, as we understand, has dis- 
pensed with the valuable services of Mr. Bal- 
lard Smith, who, it seems, has been for some 
time the editor of The World. This is an act 
of incomprehensible ingratitude. Mr: Pulit- 
ter was under the greatest obligations to Mr. 
Smith. o was it that launched Pulitzer 
in Tuxedo’s giddy and exclusive whirl? Who 
piloted Pulitzer to the bosky dells and sylvan 
shades of difficult Lenox? Who pointed the 
way to the charmed atmosphere of Bar Har- 
bor? Who gave him his first lessons in the 
perilous art of owning'a yacht? And who 
first guided his uncertain course through the 
disconcerting mazes of Delmonico’s menu? 
It is true that the Tuxedo, Lenox and Bar 
Harbor episodes were of singular abruptness, 
but Mr. Smith did as well as any one could 
with the material he had to deal with. These, 
however, were far from all the claims that 
Mr. Smith had on Pulitzer. If Pulitzer was 
a difficult pupil for Smith, Smith was an apt 
one for Pulitzer. He learned all of his meth- 
ods and his principles; none more proficient 
than he in anarchy for a consideration, or in 
that varied debauchery and depravity of jour- 
nallam which have made The World a stench 
and a stain upon a decent and an honorable 
calling. His industry was unflagging, his 
obedience to his master’s bidding unswerving; 
and when it came to an assault upon private 
character, or on the rights of property, or on 
individual liberty, none aimed more true than 
he. 

Decidedly the rastaquovere of The World 
has made a grievous mistake. He may search 
high and low, far and near, and he will not 
find another such sympathetic ally as the one 
he now so lightly casts aside.

The announcement is made that Mr. Eustace 
Ballard Smith has severed his connection with 
The World. A year ago Mr. G. B. McClellan

Dr. Warren Dukes, a Prominent Physi- 
cian, Almost Killed. 


HE 8 GUT ALMOST T0 DEATH, 


And Afterwards Hobbed—Luke Parker 
and Dan Dailey Arrested, Charged 
with the Crime. 


With his head dripping with blood and 
his clothing completely saturated with it, 
Dr. Warren Dukes, of Dunwoody, staggered 
into the police station yesterday afternoon 
about 6 o clock and dropped into a chair. 

He was faint from loss of blood, and the 
life blood, was still gushing from several 
horrible gashes on his head. 


„Some one has almost killed me,” he de 


clared, “robbed me and cut me to death.” 

It was evident that the tall, fine-looking 
physician was in a bad oudition, and a 
messenger was hastily dispatched for Dr. 
Van Goidtsnoven. In a few moments the 
physician arrived and bandaged the wounds 
of his brother physician. He pronounced 
the wounds as extremely dangerous. Five 
or six long, deep gashes covered his head, 
and each one was in a dangerous place. 
No less than a gallon of blood had poured 
from the gashes. Dr. Dukes’s shirt and 
coat were dyed red with blood. 

Dr. Warren Dukes is one of the most 
prominent physicians of north Georgia. He 
lives at Dunwoody, in Cobb county, where 
he has a large and an extensive practice. 
Hs owns a fine farm, and has a drug store 
at Dunwoody. 

He is known for several counties around, 
and has frequently been spoken of for of- 
fice. Yesterday he came to Atlanta with 
his little boy. He intended to return yes 
terday afternoon on the Air-Line Belle.“ 
About 5 o’clock he went to the Southern 
Spring Bed factory on Moore street to col- 
lect a bill. When he left the place it was 
almost train time, and he walked up the 
Georgia railroad track toward the union 
depot. 

Soon after passing Calhoun street he met 
two well-dressed young men. Une of them 
spoke to him familiarly, but he did not 
recognize him. 

„Why,“ said he, “I used to sell you drugs 
when I was with John B. Daniel. I am 
with the Elkin-Watson company now. 
Come around and see me.” 

He gave Duke his card on which was 
written, John Jackson.“ They talked for 
several minutes and finally one of them be 
gan to admire a very handsome ring which 
Dukes wore. Dukes had been drinking and 
he pulled the ring off and handed it to one 
of them so they might look at st. Ikes 
says the young men looked at the ring but 
did not return it. Fearing that he vould 
miss his train Dukes asked for the ring. 
The young men denied having it, and when 
Dukes persisted they began to curse him. 
By this time a third man came up and 
joined the others. They continued to grow 
angry, and finally they made at the physi- 
cian. Dukes says he begged them to let 
him alone, but they would not listen to him 
and continued to advance. Dr. Dukes is a 
powerful man and as the men came toward 
him he knocked one of them down. But 
in a moment the others knocked Dukes 
down and jumped upon him.. One of them 
drew a knife and began slashing bien over 
the head. He received several blows over 
the head, and after cutting the physician 
severely the men jumped up and ran. They 
robbed Dukes of his pocketbook while he 
was down. Soon after the men left him, 
Dukes got up and staggered to the police 
station. e had been drinking and was 
able to give only an imperfect description of 
his assailants. 

An hour or so after Dukes appeared at 
the police station, Patrolman Miller arrested 
Luke Parker and Dan Duiley, caarged with 
the assault and the robbery. When the two 
men were brought into the police station 
Dukes sprang up and pointing his finger at 
Parker said: 

There's the man that hit me!“ 

He was positive that Parker was one of 
the three men, but was not so certain about 
Dailey. 

J think he was one of them,“ he said, 
put I'm not certain.” 

Parker had some blood and a fresh wound 
on his face. 

two young men were locked up, alk 
though they stoutly denied the crime. 

It is thought that another man is con- 
nected with the assault and another arrest 
may be made touay. Dukes’s injuei :s are 
very serious, but sre not necessarily fatal.

The discrimination against Atlanta in 
freight rates has been a well discussed 
topic among the business men of Atlanta 
for some days past. The Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Commercial Club have taken 
hold of the question and are now working 
upon it. b 

In every walk of life the charges have 
been discussed, but no positive action was 
taken until yesterday. Among others who 
have been watching the discriminations 
charged was Mayor Hemphill. The charges 
he has weighed carefully, and finally came 
to the conclusion that the general council, 
without impropriety, might do as he had 
done—look into the situation. Mayor Hemp- 
hill first became convinced that there was 
at least room for an investigation, and 
then prepared a communication for the 
general council. 


That communication was sent to the local 
legislature yesterday. It read: 

To the Members of the General Council— 
Gentlemen: In my opinion the time has come 
when the city authorities should investigate 
fully the discrimination against Atlanta made 
by the railroads. The fact has been published, 
and not disputed, that flour can be shipped 
from the west to Europe as cheap, if not 
cheaper, than it can be shipped from the west 
to Atlanta. 

I could go on and mention many other in- 
stances proving conclusively that Atlanta is 
discriminateu against and ih favor of cities in 
this and adjacent states. 

The facts are known to you all. I believe 
that this discrimination is the cause of all the 
difficulties in the way of manufacturing avd 
commerce that is agitating the press of our 
city. I believe that if the council will appoint 
a committee of three’ to investigate the facts 
in the matter and report to this body, the evil 
can be remedied, or it may be better to appoint 
a thoroughly competent railroad man, one who 
has the confidence of all, to act with the com- 
mittee of the council. 

It is proper for tlie city council to take hold 
of this matter and bring relief to our people 
from the unjust discrimination by the railroads 
against our city. 

I ask the prompt action of the council in the 
matter. Respectfully,

“Section 13. That any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or association, or any mercantile, agri- 
cultural or manufacturing society, or any 
body politic or municipal organization com- 
plaining of anything done or omitted to be 
done by any common carrier subject to the 
provisions of the act in contravention of the 
provisions thereof, may apply to said com- 
mission by petition, which shall briefly state 
the facts, whereupon a statement of the 
charges thus made shall be forwarded by the 
commission to such common carrier, who shall 
be called upon to satisfy the complaint or to 
answer the same in writing within a reason- 
able time, to be specified by the commission. 
If such common carrier, within the time 
specified, shall make reparation for the in- 

alleged to have been done, said 
shall be relieved of liability to 
complaint only for the particular 
violation of law thus complained of. If such 
carrier shall not satisf e complaint within 
the time specified, or there shall 2 to be 
any reasonable ground for investigating said 
complaint, it shall be the duty of the com. 
mission to investigate the matters complaine 
of in such manner and by such means as it 
shall deem proper. 

„Said commission shall in like manner in- 
vestigate any complaint forwarded by the 
railroad commissioner or railroad commission 
of any state or territory, at the request of 
such commissioner or commission, and may 
institute any inquiry on its own motion in the 
same manner and to the same effect as though 
complaint had been made. No complaint 
shall at any time be dismissed because of the 
absence of direct damage to the complainant.’’ 

Therefore, be it resolved, That his honor, 
the mayor, appoint a committee of (3) three 
from the general cduncil to investigate the 
subject of freight rates affecting the inter- 
ests of the citizens of the city of, Atlanta and 
that said committee report their findings to 
the mayor and géneral council. 

The resolution was referred to a special 
committee composed of Mr. Rice, Mr, 
Shropshire and Mr. Meador.

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'|STOPPRD HIS SALARY. 
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Mr. I. P. Woodward Keeps Back the 
Salary of Mr. Jad Glenn 


AND PAYS IT TO JUDGE KING. 


It Grows Out of the Effort of Mr. Glenn 
to Purchase the Office of Justice 
of the Peace. 


— — 


The story of Jud Glenn's experience as a 
candidate for justice of the peace is still 
fresh in the minds of everybody. 

No young man was ever more determined 
to get an office than Jud Glenn, and his 
friends say that if things had turned out dif- 
ferently he would have made an excellent 
judge—a judge who would have honored his 
ermine and made the county a faithful and 
efficient officer. 

But the swallows flew in the wrong direction, 
and when the action of the grand jury, the 
body that named the successor of Judge King, 
was announced it was found that his mantle 
had been awarded to Captain J. G. Blood- 
worth, a gallant and distinguished ex-con- 
federate soldier, who was also a candidate 
for the office, and Jud was left out in the 
cold. > 

A brief resume of the facts will not be out of 
order in view of the recent developments that 
have occurred in the matter. Without antici- 
pating, however, it is only necessary to state 
that Mr. Glenn has now come into court and 
prays for an order restraining Judge King 
from collecting the notes that the latter holds 
against him. 

Several weeks ago Judge J. Gadsden King, 
the justice of the peace for the 1226th G. M. 
district, decided to relieve himself of the 
“cares of office.“ He felt that he was get- 
ting old and fear that the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of his position might undermine 
and impair his health. He made no secret 
of the matter and gave his friends to under- 
stand that as soon as his term of office ex- 
pired he would not be a candidate for re 
election. 

But Jud, who had been a candidate a few 
months before and had made an excellent 
race. for the shoes of Judge Pat Owens, de- 
cided that the ‘‘tide in the affairs’’ of his 
office seeking had arrived, and without wait- 
ing for the judge’s term to expire he rose up 
immediately, like the prodigal in the far 
country and went to the office of Judge King. 

He informed the judge, so the story goes, 
that he had heard of his contemplated retire- 
ment, and after revolving the matter in his 
mind had decided to offer himself for the 
vacancy. 

Judge King, as he surveyed the propositions 
of the young lawyer perceived that his 
shoulders were broad and that his face wore 
a determined look. Knowing from his record 
as a bright young advocate that he was fully 
equipped with the one thing needful, he 
assured him of the friendship with which he 
regarded his aspirations, but gave him to 
understand that he expected to remain in 
office until the expiration of his term. 

It was finally agreed, however, between the 
gentlemen that if Mr. Glenn should raise the 
sum of $500, or execute the amount in notes, 
properly endorsed, that Judge King would 
retire from the office immediately. 

Jud, however, was not ready to put up the 
money until he had first ascertained from the 
grand jury that was then in session the 
chances or likelihood of his election. He 
called to see each member of the jury, and 
after.a personal interview with that body. 
assured himself that he was solid aud returned 
with a smiling countenance to Judge King. 

The notes were duly signed up and executed, 
six of them in number, aggregating the amount 
agreed upon, and Judge King sent in his 
resignation. 

Jud was happy. It only remained for the 
grand jury to elect him by a formal ballot 
and then—was it true or only a dream?—he 
could sign his name with the coveted appen- 


x. 

During the short interval that elapsed be- 
tween the signing of the notes and the action 
of the grand jury..life was ambrosial and Jud 
fairly Tonto in the prospect of signing him- 
self J, P. His friends noted the change in 
his outward demeanor and observed as he 
passed along the streets that he only saw 
the reofs of the houses or perhaps a few 
clouds as they flitted across the sky. He lived 
in a castle of dreams, and dreampt of warrants 
and prosecutions by the bushel. 

But there's many a slip ’twixt the cup and 
the lip, and Jud after dreaming one mornin 
about what he was going to do, woke up an 
found that the grand jury had elected another 
fellow. He was red-hot and his anger in- 
creased as he recollected that Judge King was 
in possession of his notes. 

e gave the judge to understand that he 
would never pay the notes, as the considera- 
tion for which they were given had failed to 
mature. The judge, however, insisted that the 
notes were good, and furthermore that he had 
resigued his office. for the purpose of obliging 
Jud and that the latter agreed to abide his 
chances. 

The sequel to the story is told in Phe peti- 
tion that Mr. Glenn filed in the clerk's office 
yesterday. 

It seems that Mr. Park Woodward, the clerk 
of the city court, who endorsed the notes for 
Mr. Glenn and who realized that unless the 
money was paid by the latter, he would 
have to pay it himself, determined that Mr. 
Glenn should do his own paying. 

When the first note was presented to Mr. 
Woodward the salary of Mr. Glenn, which he 
alleges was $75 a month, was paid over in 
exchange for the note and Mr. Glenn was left 
without his usual allowance. 

He brings his petition against Mr. Wood- 
ward for paying the amount over, and also 
agninst Judge King for seeking to collect the 
notes illegally. He prays for an order re 
straining th of “— from interferihg with 
his salary or seeking in any way to collect the 
) amount. 

The petition was filed by Mr. R. J. Jordan.

The Company Is Building 450 New Ocaches 
for General Travel. 

The Pullman company is building a great 
many new cars this year, not especially for 
the world’s fair business, but for travel to 
conventions. Within a few years it has 
become customary for various organiza- 
tions to combine with attendance on con- 
ventions a sort of pleasure trip. This re- 
quires a large number of cars, often for 
two weeks at a time. 

By giving reduced rates and sidetracking 
sleepers, so that they can used as 
hotels, the railrodds have encouraged the 
travel of delegates to conventions. Over 
500 sleeping cars were in use to carry dele- 
gates to the democratic convention in Chi- 
eago, and the Knights Templar have 450 
chartered for the Denver travel. The Pull- 
man company is building 450 vestibuled 
sleeping cars of the latest design. For the 
world’s fair business a different sort of 
car will be used., It will be of less expen- 
sive type and will be so constructed that it 
ean be changed for other uses when the 
world’s fair is over. These cars will have 


with the Pullman strengthening and anti- 
telescoping devices used in first-class sleep- 
ers. They will not be vestibuled. They 
will contain fourteen sections, with lava- 
tories and saloons, but will have no smok- 
ing or drawing room. The interior finish 
will be mahogany. Berths.will be arranged 
as now used in Pullman sleepers. When 
the world’s fair is over these cars ean be 
turned into day coaches by removing the 
berths and replacing them with ordinary 
seats, or they may be made into chair or 
parlor cars, as the interior finish will be 
better than is ordinarily put in day 
coaches.

HE iS BOUND OVER FOR STABBING, 


In Default of a $2,000 Bond, and Two 
Other Warrants Still Hang Fire 
Against Him. 


A summer day’s spree got Berry Vine 
into a peck of trouble, that will require 
many weary days’ work to get him out of. 

He is now beginning to reap the whirl- 
wind which he sewed in such large quan- 
tities the other day when he got on & 
howling drunk and attempted to take three 
people’s lives. But he has only begun—the 
succeeding chapters will be made in the 
superior court and in the chaingang, no 
doubt. 

Vine was on yesterday afternoon af 
raigned before Justice J. G. Bloodworth 
on a warrant charging him with the very 
serious offense of assault with intent to 
murder. The warrant was sworn out by 
Patrolman T. J. Whitley, upon whom the 
assault was made. 

Vine is a notorious character in police 
circles, and time and again he has been 
arrested on some charge or other. He is 
a young white man, about twenty-two 
years old, and he has a bad reputation. 

About a month ago Vine got on a big 
jag at his home and started up town to 
paint things red. 

He boarded a Decatur street electric car, 
and because things did not go to suit him 
he attacked the conductor and cut him 
seycrely before be could be stopped. After 
this cowardly act Vine jumped from the 
car and ran down a by street at a clipping 

ace. Several gentlemen followed and 

‘ine, seeing he was pursued, turned into 
an alley. The alley ran back of a rew of 
houses fronting on Bradley street, oud 
Patrolman Whitley lives in one of them. 

Into the rear yard of the lot occupied by 
Patrolman Whitley Vine jumped in his 
eagerness to escape. Whitley was at din- 
ner at the time, but he ran out and, seeing 
the excited man fleeing so rapidly, he tried 
to stop him. Vine refused to halt when 
asked to do so, and Whitley grappled with 
him. Instantly Vine drew a knife and 
stabbed the officer on the arm, inflicting a 
long and painful gash. He cut at the 
officer several times, but finally he was 
overcome and carried to the nearest police 
signal box. 

Mr. Lige Bradley assisted W hitley to 
put Vine in the patrol wagon, and as the 
notorious prisoner took his svat, he bent 
over the railing and dealt Mr. Bradley a pow- 
erful blow on the head with the iron hand- 
euffs he wore. Mr. Bradley was bare- 
headed at the time, and the heavy hinges 
to the ugly weapon made a deep incision 
on his head. 

Vine was carried to jail, where he has 
since been. Three warrants were sworn 
out against him, charging him with the 
three assaults. Yesterday he was tried on 
the warrant sworn out by Officer W hitley. 
After the evidence had all been deliy ered, 
Justice Bloodworth bound the defendant 
over to the state courts on a charge of 
stabbing under a two-thousand-dollar bond. 
Vine failed to make the bond and went 
back to jail. 

He has not yet been tried on the other 
two warrants. Mr. Lige Bradley has been 
confined to his bed since Vine struck him 
and has been unable to attend court. As 
soon as he is able to testify the other war- 
rants will be heard.
